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H E following pages are copied from an 
ancient Manuſcript im poſſeſſion of the Duke 
and. Ducheſs of Northumberland, who con- 
ceiving that; ſo ſingular a curioſity might afford the 
ſame amuſement and pleaſure to cthers, which it hath 
given to themſelves, have cauſed a ſmall impreſſion 
to be taken off merely to beſtow in preſents to their 
friends. | ) 


The original Manuſcript, which fills a very large 
| folio volume, and is finely ingroſſed upon a ſtrong 
thick paper, had by ſome accident or other been loſt 
to the Northumberland family, but was happily pre- 
ſerved in that of the Lords Dacre ; till the preſent 
nobleman reſtored it to the Duke and Ducheſs with a 
politeneſs that deſerved their particular thanks, Nor 
ought the very obliging offices of Lord Campzn to 


pals 
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paſs unacknowledged.; by whoſe kind interpoſition | wn 


was preſented to the family. 


It was preſumed, ſo curious a monument of ancient times 


deſerved to be reſcued from oblivion, and to be perpetu- 
ated at leaſt in a ſmall impreſſion, upon ſeveral accounts. 


In the TIR Sr place, as it exhibits a curious Pfierux 
OF ANCIENT MAN NERS. Here we ſee the great mag- 


nificence of our old nobility, who ſeated in their caſtles, 
lived in a ſtate and ſplendour very much reſembling 
and ſcarce inferiour to that of the Royal Court. Their 
Houſhold was eſtabliſhed upon the ſame plan, their 
Officers bore the ſame titles, and their Warrants ran 


in the ſame form and ſtile a. This remarkable reſem- _ 


blance to the Royal Eftabliſhments will ſtrike the 
Reader the moment he opens this Book. As the 


King had his Privy Council and great Council of Par- 


lament, to aſſiſt him in enacting ſtatutes and regula- 
tions for the public weal ; ſo the Earl of Northumber- 
land had his Council, compoſed of his principal offi- 
cers, by whoſe advice and aſſiſtance he eſtabliſhed this 
Code of Oeconomic Laws“. As the King had his 
Lords and Grooms of the bed-chamber, who waited 


in their reſpective turns; ſo the Earl of Northumber- 


land was attended by the Conſtables and Bailiffs of his 


ſeveral caſtles, &c ©. who entered into waiting in regu— 


lar ſucceſſion, The two firſt offices about his perſon, 
were occaſionally to be filled by his own younger ſons 9. 
Nor can we doubt but all the head officers of his 

houſ-

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houſhold were Gentlemen both by birth and office © 
ſuch as the Comptroller, Clarke of the kitchen, Cham- 
berlain, Treaſurer, &c. &c. This appears from the 


' ſervants and horſes kept for their uſe f, and from the 


table where they ſat being called the KxIOCHT's- 
Boards. Among other inſtances of magnificence, 
we cannot but remark the number of Pr1tsTs that 
were kept in houſhold, not fewer than ELEVEN, at the 
head of whom preſided a Doctor or Batchelor of divi- 
nity, as dean of the chapel®. This redundance of 
clergymen muſt not be altogether attributed to the 
ſuperſtition of that prieſt-ridden age, but to the ſupe- 
rior intelligence of the men of that order, who ſeem 
to have been almoſt the only perſons capable of exer- 


ciſing any office of {kill or ſcience; ſo that the Sur- 


veyor of my lord's lands, his Secretary ', and the 
Clarke of his foreign expences ł, were all Prieſts; not- 
withſtanding which, the laſt officer was weekly to make 
up his accounts on Sunday !. 


It appears however from many curious inſtances in 


this book, how deeply the devotion of that age was 


tinctured with ſuperſtition, and how much the nobles 


were influenced by the Clergy ®. Indeed no:hing 


more ſtrongly ſhows the great devotion of our an- 
ceſtors in the middle ages, than the number of 
CHnaPELs in ſome of the Northern Caſtles. In build-

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ings of this ſort, where multitudes of men were often 
long confined within very narrow limits, every inch of 
ſpace one would think muſt be valuable, and yet in 
caſtles of very moderate ſize one often finds more than 
one Chapel. Thus in WARKwOoRTH and PrRuUDHOW 
caſtles in Northumberland (both of them belonging 


to the Percy family) are ſtill to be ſeen the remains 


of two Chapels, one in the baſe court among the outer 
buildings, the other within the keep or body of the 
caſtle. And yet both theſe fortreſſes are by their ſitu- 
ation much ſtraitned for room, which is remarkably 
the caſe of Prudhow caſtle : and as for that of Wark- 
worth, beſides its two Chapels, in the-court are alſo to 
be ſeen vaults deſigned for a conſiderable building. 
This, in the old Surveys®, is ſaid to have been in- 
tended for a CoLLEGE ; by which, I ſuppoſe, we are 
to underſtand ſome monaſtic foundation. 


SECONDLY, this book contains a compleat SYSTEM

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methods of providing for each contingency. The mi- 
nute attention paid to every the moſt inconſiderable 
article of domeſtic expence, and the formal ſtated orders 
eſtabliſhed with regard to many particulars which appear 
to us extremely trivial, are very remote from our modern 
ideas and preſent manners: but this minuteneſs is not 
peculiar to our Houſnold Book. The eſtabliſhing a 
ſyſtem of Domeſtic Oeconomy appears to have engaged 
the attention of our Anceſtors nearly in the ſame de- 
oree, as the enacting public Laws and ſettling the Con- 
ſtitution of the Kingdom. In the celebrated FLETA, 
amidſt the moſt important heads of Government and 
Law, the Author introduces a plan of Houſhold 
Management, and gives the minuteſt Directions for re- 
gulating the moſt petty domeſtic concerns 2. Our no- 
bility in the more early times, lived in their caſtles 
with a groſs and barbarous magnificence, ſurrounded 
with rude and warlike followers, without control and 
without ſyſtem. As they gradually emerged from this 
barbarity, they found it neceſſary to eſtabliſh very mi- 
nute domeſtic regulations, in order to keep their tur- 
bulent followers in peace and order: and from living in 
a ſtate of diſorderly grandeur, void of all ſyſtem, would 
naturally enough run into the oppoſite extreme of re-

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ducing every thing, even the moſt trifling diſpurſements, 
to ſtated formal rules. It may be conſidered further, that 
a nobleman in the dark ages, when retired to his caſtle, 
had neither books, nor news- papers, nor literary cor- 
reſpondence, nor viſits, nor cards, to fill up his leiſure: 
his only amuſements were field-ſports, and as theſe, 
however eagerly purſued, could not fill up all his va- 
cant hours, the Government of his Houſhold would 
therefore be likely enough to engage his attention, if 
he happened to be a prudent man; and having little 
elſe to do or think of, from a meer defire of employ- 
ment, he would be led to deſcend to the moſt ſtudied 
minuteneſs in his regulations and eſtabliſhments. 


To a perſon unacquainted with the ancient value of 
Money, the Allowance in this book may perhaps appear 
ſcanty, and hardly conſiſtent with the ideas entertained 
of the old bountiful houſekeeping ; as the weekly ſum 

divided to each perſon taken one with another, amounts 
to little more than 2s. per week. But this is not ſuffi- 
ciently eſtimating the value of Money at the time this 
book was compiled. A Thouſand Pounds was the 
ſum annually aſſigned for the keeping of my Lord's 
houſe”: the number of Perſons in houſhold was one 
hundred and ſixty-ſix . That ſum divided equally 
amongſt them n the fractions) amounted an- 
nually to 61. os. 5 d. 3 each perſon; and weekly 
to 28. 3d. 4. At a time when Wheat was fold at 
58. 8d. per — 61. os. 53 d. 4 would purchaſe

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Wheat; which at 5s. a buſhel now, would coſt 
441. 178. 6d. Conſequently, at this eſtimate, the 
annual proportion to each perſon then was nearly 
equivalent to 451. per annum of our preſent. money, 
a very great allowance to be diſtributed through o 
large a family as that of the Earl's houſhold, 


But even this is ſtating the account as muck as poſs | 
ſible in conformity to modern ideas, for it appears 
pretty evidently that Wheat was not the moſt general 
bread-corn uſed in that age, (as indeed it is hardly 
yet in the northern counties) but that Rye, Barley, 
or Oats, were the common food of the lower or middle 
ranks of people, who at preſent (in the ſouthern parts 
of England at leaſt) diſdain any but the fineſt wheaten 
bread ; the great difference therefore in. the value of 
money is further to be increaſed by the diſproportion 
of value between Wheat and other inferior grains. 

It may further be obſerved, in the words of a very 
eminent writer *, that © the value of Money has ano- 
ther variation, which we are {till leſs able to aſcer- 

& tain. The rules of cuſtom, or the different needs 
of artificial life, make * revenue little at one time, 
„ which is great at another. Men are rich and poor 
« not only in proportion to what they have, but to 
« what they want, In ſome ages not only neceſſaries

are cheaper, but fewer things are neceſſary. In the 
<« reign of Hen. VIII. moſt of the elegances and ex- 
* pences of our preſent faſhions were unknown: com- 
ce merce had not yet diſtributed ſuperfluity through 
2 the lower claſſes of people,” and therefore the ſame * 
Revenue (though the different value of money were out l 
of the caſe) would have gone in thoſe times a great © 
way further than it will at preſent. 


But indeed to ſhow, what might be done in that age 
with a much ſmaller ſum, than is here allowed to the 

Earl's loweſt ſervants ; we need only refer to that noted 
paſſage in Latimer's ſermons*, which has been ſo often 

quoted: My father was a yoman, and had no landes 

of hys owne, onely he had a farme of iij or iiij pound | \ 
hi „ by yeare at the uttermoſt, and hereupon he tilled 
0 < ſo muche as kept halfe a doſſen men. He had 
* walke for an hundred ſheepe, and. my mother milked 

% xxx kyne. He was able, and did finde the king a 
e harneſſe, with himſelfe and his horſe, while [i. e. 
< until] he came to the place that he ſhould receiyve 
«< the kinges wages. I can remember that I buckled

If any thing further is neceſſary on this ſubject; it 
will ſufficiently ſnow the plenty and liberality of the 


Earl's houſekeeping, if we do but confront it with that 


which then prevailed among the other orders of men. 
At the time when fo plentiful an allowance of good 


Bread and Beef was delivered out ſo many times a day 


to every the meaneſt ſervant in this Earl's family; the 
Commons of England in general lived at a meaner rate 
and fared more hardily than we can at preſent well con- 
ceive. To inſtance only in one article of their food, 
viz, that of their Bread, even ſo late as the reign of 
Elizabeth (when great advances had been made in 
luxury and refinement) the lower ſort of people fed on 
what would not now be offered to dogs. This appears 
from the deſcription of England“ prefixed to Hollinſ- 
hed's Chronicle, edit. 1586, where we are told u the

c the ſoile yeeldeth, nevertheleſſe the gentilitie com- 
“ monlie provide themſelves ſufficientlie of Wheat for

the date of this Houſhold Book, and it preſents a very 
ſtriking contraſt to the liberal appointments provided 
for in it. 


Before I quit this head of Things provided,” I 
cannot but obſerve that ſome of the articles appear to 
us now extremely unaccountable, as the hire of RovuGn 
PEWTER VESSEL *, at the ſame time that a ſmaller 


quantity was ordered to be bought y. As the Earl and 


his family ordinarily uſed Wooden Trenchers *, Pewter 
muſt have been a very ornamental addition on great

It is remarkable that they ſhould be obliged to carry 
all the Beds, Hangings, and Furniture along with them 
whenever they removed, Indeed the uſual manner of 
hanging the rooms in the old caſtles, was only to cover 
the naked ſtone walls with Tapeſtry or Arras hung upon 


tenter hooks, from which they were eaſily taken down

I cannot conclude this part of my ſubje& without 
remarking, that from the total ſilence throughout the 

book with regard to GLass, I am led to believe that 

i” this very beautiful and uſeful material, though it had 
been perhaps long applied to the decorating Churches, © 
was not as yet very commonly uſed in Dwelling-houſes 
or Caſtles. The author of the Deſcription of England, 
(before quoted) writing about ſixty years after, ſaysf 
that of oLD TIME,“ (probably meaning times not 
much older than that of this Houſhold Book) - our 


countrie houſes inſteede of Glaſle did uſe much Lat- 
tiſe and that made either of wicker or fine rifts of 


oke in checkerwiſe. I read alſo that ſome of the 


better ſort in and before the times of the Saxons, 
(who notwithſtanding uſed ſome Glaſſe alſo ſince the 
time of Benedict Biſcop the Monk that brought the 
feat of Glaſſing firſt into this land) did make panels 


of Horne inſteed of Glaſſe, and fix them in woode 


calmes. But as Horne in windows is now [A. D. 
1577.] quite laid downe in every place, ſo our Lat- 
tiſes are alſo growne into leſſe uſe [i. e. not quite 
laid aſide] becauſe Glaſſe is come to be fo plentifull, 
and within very little ſo good cheape, if not better 


then the other.” The writer afterwards adds this

The curious inveſtigator 
therefore of ſubjects of this ſort, will be glad to find 
the peculiar defects of the Biſhop's Book ſo happily 
ſupplied in the preſent work: Wherein the Prices of 
all kinds of proviſions and marketable commodities are 
clearly laid down; wages and ſtipends fixed and ſtated; 
current expences ſettled and adjuſted, and even arbi- 
trary gifts and rewards reduced to a regular invariable 
rules, From the following pages alſo the juſt propor- 
tion of food to labour, and of money to both, may be 
eaſily deduced. All theſe and many other particulars 
of the ſame curious nature, are here exhibited; and 
the whole diſpoſed in ſo regular and clear a manner, 
that no Supplemental Tables were neceſſary to new-ar- 
range or diſtribute them. 


It is neceſſary only to give the Reader one caution in 
the uſe and application of the Rates and Prices: viz.

Earl and his Family, whoſe Economic Rules he is 
going to peruſe, it is proper to inform him here, that 


HENRY ALGERNON PERex, fifth Earl of Nor- 
thumberland, was born on the thirteenth of January, 
1477-8, His father was ſlain, while he was a min 
in a popular inſurrection in Yorkſhire, April 28, 1489./ 
In 1497, young as he was, he was one of the chief- 
tains that commanded at the battle of BLAcknearTH, 
againſt the lord Audley and his' adherents ; and was. 
early engaged in other public ſervices. But what prin- 
cipally diſtinguiſhed him, was the ve ery magnificent 
and ſplendid manner in which he conducted the prin- 
ceſs Margaret to the borders of Scotland, on her mar- 
riage with James IV. in 1503, on which occaſion his 

dreſs, furniture, equipage and attendance was more 
like that of a prince than a ſubject, as is particularly 
obſerved by HALL in his Chronicle; where may be 
ſeen at large a full deſcription of this very gallant ſhow ; 
as allo in the late curious Additions to the CoLLEcTA- 
NEA of LELanD,! For the other particulars of this 
Earl's hiſtory, we muſt refer the reader to Dugdale or 
Collins ; and ſhall only obſerve here, that having been 
early inſtalled a Knight of the Garter, he died about 
the middle of the year 1527.

But ſtill ſtronger 
proofs of his literary turn may be collected from a very 
curious and ſplendid MS. which had formerly belonged 
to this nobleman, and is at preſent preſerved in the 
Britiſh Muſeum. » It contains a large collection of 
Poems, finely engroſſed upon vellum, and richly illu- 
minated, which had been tranſcribed for his uſe. The 
Poems are chiefly thoſe of Lydgate; after which follow 
the above Elegy of Skelton and ſome ſmaller compoſi-

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tions, which evidently prove his love of letters and 
paſſion for poetry. Among theſe are a Hiſtory in 


Verſe of the PER V family, preſented to him by a 


Chaplain of his own; and what is ſtill more remark- 
able, a large ſeries of PotTicar InscrieTIONS, 
which he had cauſed to be written on the Walls and 
Ceilings of the Principal Apartments at Leckenfield and 


Wreſſel. » Though theſe are rather to be commended 


for their grave moral caſt, than for their poetical me- 
rit, they are at leaſt as good as any other compoſitions 
of the ſame period. To theſe proofs of this Earl's 
literary character, may perhaps be further added the 
remarkable proviſion in the following book, that his 
Almonar ſhould be *© a Maker of Interludes;“ 4 and 
even the bare mention in it of my Lord's and my 


Lady's L1BRARIES * deſerves notice, at a time when 


many of the firſt nobility could hardly read or write

This form of feeding I underſtand is generally uſed in all 
places of Italy, their Forks being for the moſt part made of 
yronn, ſteele, and ſome of filver, but thoſe are uſed only 
by Gentlemen. The reaſon of this their curioſity is, be- 
cauſe the Italian cannot by any means indure to have his 
diſh touched with fingers, ſeeing all mens fingers are not 
alike cleane. Hereupon I myſelf thought good to imitate 
the Italian faſhion by this forked cutting of meate, not 
only while I was in Italy, but alſo in Germany, and of-

umberland, when he had the ſtill more important Poſt of that. 
Earl's Treaſurer; at length he fell under a ſuſpicion of 
treachery, and of betraying his Maſter to Cardinal Wolſey, 
who appears to have treated that young Lord in a very arbi- 
trary and imperious manner. I have now before me a Series 
of Letters writ by this fixth Earl of Northumberland (Son of 
the Author of our Houſhold Book); in one of which he men- 
tions a very patticular inſtance of the Cardinal's tyranny, in 
feizing upon the furniture of his Father's Chapel, particularly 
the fine Service Books, and applying them to his own uſe. 
As this Letter gives ts a curious Picture of the Manners, as 


well as Literature of our firſt Nobility at that time, I ſhall here 
4 inſert a great part of it; and that the rather, as it is a full 
vindication of this Earl of Northumberland from the Charge 
of Ingratitude, in being the perſon employed to arreſt the 
Cardinal at his Caſtle of Cawood, He had been placed under 


the 
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the Cardinal's Roof by his Father, among other young No- 
blemen, who accepted of menial Offices under that proud Pre- 
late ; but it- plainly appears from theſe Letters, that he had 
been treated with ſo much harſhneſs and contempt, as to be 
under no great obligation to him on that account. In a for- 
mer Letter he tells his friend, that the Cardinal had wrote to 
forbid him attending the Funeral of his own Father to Beverly, 
and had treated him with many other Indignities. 

Theſe Letters are written ſoon after that Earl's Death in 1 1527, 
and are directed * To his beloved Couſyn Thomas Arundel, 
& one of the Gentlemen of my Lord Legates Prevey Cham- 
& hre,” whom he addrefles with the familiar Appellation of 
6 Bedfellow” as a term of Endearment : Which however 
ſtrange it may appear now, was conſiſtent with the ſtile of 
manners in the middle ages: Holingſhed in his Chronicle, 
tells us of that Lord Scrope, who was one of the Conſpirators 
againſt K. Henry V. The ſaid Lord Scroope was in ſuch 
c favour with the King, that he admitted him ſometime to 
ce be his BEDFELLOWw ; in whoſe fidelity the King repoſed

WaessiL CAST E continued in all its Splendor, till the 
fatal Civil Wars broke out in 1641: It was then garriſoned 
with Soldiers for the Parliament ; and notwithſtanding the 
Earl of Northumberland had eſpouſed their Cauſe, the Damage 
he ſuſtained there by his own Party before Michaelmas 1646, 
was judged to amount to a thouſand Pounds, * in the Deſtruc- 
tion of his Buildings, Leads, Outhouſes, &c. by the Garriſon : 
their havock of his Woods, Incloſures, &c. without including 
the Loſſes he had ſuſtained in the Non-payments of his Rents, 

in conſequence of the Contributions levied on his Tenants, 

On the decline of the King's Party, it ſhould ſeem, that 
the Northern Counties enjoyed ſome reſpite : but in 1648, 
ſome Attempts being made or expected from the Royaliſts, 
freſh Troops were ſent into the north; and in May that 
Year, Major-General Lambert, ordered a ſmall Detachment 
of 60 Men to garriſon Wreſſel Caſtle, of which Major Charles 
Fenwick had all along continued Governor for the Parlia- 
ment, with the intire approbation of the Earl of Northumber- 
land. 

About the Beginning of June 1648, Pomfret Caſtle was 
| ſeized for the King, and underwent a Siege of ten months: 
to prevent any more Surprizes of this kind, a reſolution was 
taken for demoliſhing all the Caſtles in that Part of England:

In conſequence of this Qrder, three Sides of the Square, 
which formerly compoſed WREssIL CASTLE, were entirely 
demoliſhed. However the whole South-Front, which was 
the moſt conſiderable, and contained ſome of the principal 
State-Rooms, ſtill remains, and is very magnificent. It is 
| flanked by two large ſquare Towers; and theſe again are 
mounted by circular Turrets of a ſmaller ſize: on the top of 
one of the turrets is ſtil] preſerved the Iron Pan of the Beacon, 
anciently uſed to alarm the country. 

The whole Building, which is of the fineſt maſonry, ſtill 
contains the Great Chamber or Dining-Room, the Drawing- 
Chamber, and the Chapel, beſides many of the inferior Apart- 


ments, 
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ments. In all theſe the finiſhing and ornaments ſeem to be 


left nearly in the ſame ſtate that they were in the time of this 


HousmoLD Book, The Cielings ſtill appear richly carved, 

and the ſides of the Rooms are ornamented with a great pro- 
fuſion of ancient Sculpture, finely executed in wood, ex- 

hibiting the ancient Bearings, Creſts, Badges and Deviſes of 
the Percy Family, in a great variety of forms, ſet off with 
all the advantages of Painting, Gilding and Imagery. In the 
two principal Chambers are ſmall beautiful Stair-Caſes of very 
ſingular contrivance. with octagon Screens, imbattled at the 
top, and covered with very bold ſculpture, containing double 
flights of Stairs, winding round each — after the ee 

of Paladio. 

The Chapel appears to have been fitted up in a wi ſtyle 
and at a more early period than the other apartments. In this the 
ſculptured Badges, &c. are ſtill tolerably entire, and ſome of the 
painted glaſs unbroken, The Cieling is inſcribed with the 


following Motto, Eſperance en Dieu ma Comforte. The Chapel is 


now uſed inſtead of the Pariſh-Church, which was ſituate about a 
bow-ſhot from the Caſtle, Of this one ruined end-wall only 
remains, in which at preſent hang two Bells. The Pulpit now 
ſtands as on a pedeſtal, upon the great ſtone Altar of the Chapel, 
and the Communion is adminiſtered at a Table in the middle 
of the room.

Thence-forward, it was probably never repaired ; but after 
ſome time pulled down and demoliſhed : for I have ſeen an 
account ſent up to the ſucceeding Earl of Northumberland in 
James the Firſt's reign, of the Quantity of Timber, Painted 


_ Glaſs, and Carved Images in the Ceilings, &c. which were 


removed by his order from Leckenfield to Wreſſel Caſtle.
